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Wifeklllers Sentence Criticized 


NEW YORK -A judge's sentencing of a 
Chinese:immigrant to probation for killing 
his unfaithful wife has outraged community 
leaders and women's organizations. 

State Supreme Court Justice Edward Pin- 
cus ruled that “cultural aspects” led 51-year- 
old Dong Lu Chen to beat his 40-year-old 
wife, Gian Wan Chen, to death with a ham- 
Imer. 

In a five-day non-jury trial Chen, a gar- 
ment woOrker，was convicted of a lesser 


chargeofsecond-degreemanslaughterwhich 


has a minimum sentence of probation and 3 
maximum sentence of five lo 15 years in 
Prison. 

During the trial，witnesses testified that 
Chen's wife had admitted to having commit- 
ted adultery. An anthropology professor at 
Hunter College,， Burton Pasternak, testified 
that it is customary in China for ahusband to 
become enraged upon hearing of a wife sS 
infidelities. Adultery is an “enormous Stain,” 
he Salid. The defense argued that because of 
the close-knit nature of the Chinese commu- 
nity, Chen would be looked upon as a pariah 
because'of his wife's infidelities. 

“Ifyoukillsomeone,youshouldface some 
jailtime，Pincustold Newsday. “Idon'tfind 
any violence acceptable ...butinthis caseit 
wasn t that his cultural background excused 
him, it just made him more Susceptible to 
CIacking under the circumstances. I don't 
think this man would have killed her under 
any other circumstances.” 

Pincus said he took into_ account the 


husband's remorse Over his wife s dcath and 
the request of Chen's two tecnage childrcn 
for probation for their father. 

The light sentence was crilticizcd by the 
New York City chapter of the National Or- 
ganization for Women which thrcatencd to 
file a complaint with the Commission on 
Judicial Corduct “I think 由 e judge has 
shown both prejudice and bias by gliving the 
husband probation,”said Francoise Jacob- 
Sohn; the chapter president. “Itis not acccpt- 
ableforaman to killhls wife forany reason.” 

“This kind of thinking reinforces patriar- 
chal and racial stereotypes 一 which don't 
even exlistin Chinatoday,，said Sharon Hom， 
an asSiStant professor of law at Qucens Col- 
legeLawsSchoolandaFulbrightScholarwho 
has taughtlaw in China. “This is like saying， 
“My goodness,Americans lynchblacks,lct s 
let them do it，just because lynchings have 
happened in the past.” 

Monoma Yin from the Committee Against 
Anti-Asian Violence told Znpe Neyw yo 以 
Teys Wehavealways wanted a more cul- 
turally informed Judicial system butthis case 
completely crosses the hne 一 tothepointof 
excusing amurder. The judgelis using a very 
archaic academic interpretauon.”Chen im- 
migrated to New York from China in 1986 
with his wife and two children. He left in 
August 1987 to work in Maryland. When he 
returned to New York the next month,， hls 
wife confessed to having had an affair. Chen 
Sald he knocked herto thebedand hit her on 
the head severalLbmes with a hammer.

Tve lived through a four-day whirlwind 
called the Asian American Journalists Asso- 
ciations second national convention at the 
Hyatt Regency Hotel in San Franclsco, and 
lived to write abonut 让 . 

From imformal comments during and after 
the convention, those attending were generT- 
ous in their praise and precise in their CIiti- 
cism. 

Before I proceed, Ishould make clear my 
role So you will know my bias. Ihad a hand 
in Organizing the convention，which drew 
more than 600 registrants and 33 news OFT- 
ganizations that were Seeking outnew talent. 

Two people deserve Special credit for 由 e 
convention”s Success. They are Diane Yen- 
mei Wong,executive directorof AAJA (and 
former ediior of East Wes，and Doris 
Owyang, job fair coordinator and chief aide 
to Diane. 

Others worked hard to make the conven- 
tion a success. They include Gayle Yamada， 
DavidLouie,EdIwata,LeslieGuevarra, Lisa 
Chung, and Lloyd LaCuesta, AAJA presi- 
dent and a reporter with 飞 TVU-Channel 2. 
Dozens of other AAJA members and volun- 
teers gave Selflessly of their tme. 

Superficially, the AAJA convention may 
seem justlike any othertrade group's annual 
meeting at which workshops and seminars 
are presented. But a convention of Asian 
American journalists has greater appeal, in 
my view, because of what we do,how we do 
it and what we Symbolize. 

Journalists are one of Society'`S COnvVeyOTS 
of culture, information, and images, Ethnic 
journalists face natural existential questions 
Such 3S Ones related to professionalism Or 
community. Furthermore,，Aslian American 
television journalists tend to be Stars in their 
communities，and thus assume Symbolic 
Toles for that community， 

A strong undercurrent of the convention 
was the dilemma that faces AAJA: Is it an 
organization principally for Professlional 
journalists who happen to be Asian Ameri- 
cans, Or is it one for Asian Americans who 
happen to be journalists > 

The three major speakers effectively sym- 
bolized the career-vs.-community challenge 
of AAJA. 

Shelby Coffey, editor of the ZLos 471igeles 
Tzrmzey，addressed the convention at the 
Thursday lunch. He gave an eloquent Over- 
view of the demographic Shifts under way in 
America,particularlyin Southern California. 
He said he didn't think America would tum 
away from its European traditions, butat the 
same time, the Asia and Pacific reglions are 
obviously gaining influence, and American 
newsIooms WwW 让 need to respond to this 
changce. As editor of one of America s top 


rr 


newSspapers, one that many journalists aspire 
to write for，Coffey in effect represented 
AAJA'"S careerist face. 

VuThanh Thuy stood at the polar opposite. 
She is currenty an editorial assistant at the 
Sa Diesgo Union.That description,however， 
hardly does her justice. She was 3a frontine 
war correspondent in Viemam and she en- 
dured a harrowing escape after the United 
States withdrew from Vietnam in 1975. 

HerFriday luncheon Speech aboutherjour- 
ney from Saigon to San Diego provided the 
convention with its mostelectric moment. In 
spare， gripping proSe, in her accented Eng- 
lish, in a cadence that mesmerized the spell- 
boundaudience,Vutold ofherawe-inspiring 
escape and of her adjustments to America. 
Manyhadtearsintheireyesandlumpsin 由 eir 
throats. The audience gave her 3a Standing 
ovation. 

ASastrugglinag ASian American journalist 
who cares deeply about her community of 
Southeast Asian refugees, Vu TIhanh Thuy in 
effect represents AAJA'S community face. 

Another of AAJA'S community faces was 

JamesOmura,aJapanese American commu- 
nity journalist who SpOoke out in defiance of 
much of his community when he SupPorted 
Japanese American draft resisters during 
WW2. Omura was given 3a Special AAJA 
award. 
Ken Kashiwahara, ABC-TV national corre- 
Spondent Spoke at the convention 's gala Fri- 
daynightscholarship bandquet In his famaliar 
Professional delivery，Kashiwahara related 
his role in covering two major Asian Stories 
一 theAmericanlossofVietnamandBenigno 
Aquino?s assassination。 天 ashiwahara Was 
Ninoy Adquino'"s brother-in-law and personal 
traveling companion on Aquino's fateful trip 
home 识 August 1983. Before his anecdotes， 
heurgedthe American broadcastnewSs bosses 
to hire and promote more Asian American 
journalists. 

Kashiwahara Said he considered himself a 
journalist first and an Asian American Sec- 
ond. That indicates a self-tlt toward profes- 
Sional Or careerist goals，but Kashiwahara 
maintains firm ties with aspects of the Asian 
American community. 

The career-community dichotomy SUT- 
faced in other parts of the convention. Two 
editors Of East West Serena Chen and Rich- 
ard Springer，helped raise the issue at an 
ethnic media roundtable attended by mem- 
bers ofthe Asian American community press 
and a few mainstream journalists, including 
Ine. 

Community-press Tepresentatives gener- 
ajly feltignored by convention planners, who 
all work formainstream news outlets. In factb 
convention planners didn twant to Segregate 
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community press participation, but the Pre- 
liminary convention program appeared to 
ignore them cOmpletely . 

After Chen urged the convention Planners 
to include community press concerns，the 
program added the ethnic media roundtable 
at which community-press Tepresentatives 
voiced their complaints about the elitism of 
the mainstream press. Finally,they setted on 
alistofsuggestionsforAAJAtoincludetheir 
concernsinamore institutionalized manner. 

I felt tom on this matter，since I am a 
mainstream journalist who contributesto the 
communitypresSsandIwas ontheconvention 
Organizing committee. TI believe an Asian 
American journalist can maintain Commu- 
nityroots whille stitll doing an excellentmain- 
Stream job. In one of the panels on which I 
was a Darticipanb IT stated that position un- 
equivocally. I have believed for along Ume 
that Asian American journalists have a Spe- 
cial obligation to their communities. They 
must ofcourse,be abletoperform as profes- 
Sionals. But they Should also be able to help 
their mainstream newSrooms do a better job 
of covering the Asian American community. 

Which brings up Connie Chung，who 
made blg news Tecenty by Jumping to CBS 
from NBC for $1.3 million a year. I had 
written a column in Te T7izbpwne criticizin5 
Chung's apparent disdain for her ethnicity 
Since She's well knownto lgnore community 
requests.Shealsotellsjokes attheexpenseof 
herrootstonon-Aslians, whichIfindindefen- 
Sible. My comments about Chung strred up 
lots of talk at 由 he convyention. Chung repre- 
Sents the extreme careerlist faction of Asian 
American journalists. 

TheobligationofAsianAmerican journal- 
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ists to both community roots and profession- 
alism doesn"tmean Asian American journal- 
ists must always cover Asian American Sto- 
TieS. It could mean referring 3a non-Asian 
Teporter to Teliable Asian American commu- 
nity Sources Or Suggesting Stories that can be 
done by otherreporters or catching instances 
ofinsensitivity orracism before they arepub- 
lished. 

I hope that a conscientious Asian Ameri- 
can journalist would want to know as much 
abouthis community as possible,even if that 
journalist werentborn into an ethnically co- 
hesive community. 

At Some point in many Asian American 
journalists" lives, there comesatime of stark 
and Sobering recognition 一 that 由 ey 3arent 
white.Comingto grips with thlisrealization in 
the context of the highly competitive news 
business can be overwhelmingly Stressful: 

That's why AAJA, stll a young organlZ3- 
tion，has 3a chance to aid and abet Asian 
American journalists who are Still wandering 
around in the psychologicallandscape domi- 
nated by a European-based Judeo Christian 
Value System .

The city of Mountain View, through its 
building and planning ordinances，was in- 
volved with this site since the 1966 construc- 
tion. When Sun Sun Opened for business in 
1968 they were Iequired to have more park- 
jing Spaces than other retail Site users. The 
non-Iestaurant section of the building, there- 
fore, was Originally designated for a Special 
type of retail tenant Such as furniture, Stereo， 
television repairand appliance stores, thera- 
tonale being these -types of businesses 
needed less parking. 

In 1981 Mountain View redirected its 
thinking:on the non-restaurantsegment and 
granted a parking variance for the site。 The 
first Asian market Orient Delight, opened. 
The site plan revealed 54 spaces, 16 Short of 
the amountrequired to meet the full parking 
needs. 

Why was this variance granted?2 

Because, in theory, the retall sales would 
involve items not of broad interest and de- 
mandandthepeaktimes forthe grocery Store 
would not conflict with the restaurant S peak 
times. 

But theories bcing what they are, the pro- 
posed conjectural explanations did notparal- 
lel the aggressive Tin Tin business Teality 
which led to the current brouhaha. The sky 
fell in 1988 when Tin Tin installed outdoor 
garbage bins and applied for city approval. 

After studying the application for the gar- 
bagebinapprovaland meeting with theappli- 
cant the Mountain View planning depart- 
mentin May of 1988 denied the outdoor en- 
closures，Since that time Tin Tin has been 
held in violation of parking, landscape and 
otherrequirements. 

The city of Mountain View's findings 
Teport stated that the applicant had several 
options: bring the property into conformance 
with the original variance conditions in 60 
days, if non-compliance were an issue, then 
Tin Tin was to close within 120 days， 

Tofighttheclosing TinTin countered with 
its offers which included reduction of com- 
mercial usage Space，conversion of .750 
Square feetto an indoor loading area and re- 
configuration of the parking lot Size to in- 
crease the number of available Spaces to 49. 

Despite aloyal showing of 100 supporters 
(manyofwhom werelimited-English-speak- 
ing Chinese) ata February city council meet- 
ing，and staff Suggestions to alleviate the 
congestion，sSeveral problems still persisted. 

To SunSun and the furniture store OwnerS 


loading wasabig issue. The backparkinglot 
wasbeing used forloading. Tin Tin workers 
cleaned produce in the same back lot Load- 
ing trucksparked on adjacentproperty.

Hostile relations have developed between 
Tin Tin and their landlords，According to a 
March 2 communique from Sun Sun s ]aw- 
yers, Tin Tin has threatened to sue for $5 
million。Without landlord cooperation and 
Support, the joint workable solutions neces- 
Sary did not materialize.
